for supplies.  Steve Dumont has given Peter a list of repairs to be done on the concession stand.  

The Department of Labor is coming to meet with Peter and Rick about underage employees (under 

16).  Concession food is almost gone.  There are no lifeguards on duty during the week but they 

will be on duty over the Labor Day weekend.  Total sales through today are $119,000.   

Soccer registrations are mostly in – there was a signup night tonight at the library.  The fields have 

been reserved through the school for Monday through Thursday and Saturdays ending on October 

28
th

.  Trunk or Treat may be held at Ware’s Grove this year on October 28
th

 during the afternoon.  

Peter is working on other programs such a reading group, yoga, and open gym nights.  The Lions 

Club is not sure when the gazebo is being delivered.  A trench will need to be dug for power after 

Dig Safe is called.   Gary Winn is on track to the electrical work.  The North Shore building was 

locked for 3-4 days because the coliform bacteria test failed.  The well was treated, a subsequent 

test was passed and the building was re-opened.  The highway department needs to fix the North 

Shore parking lot.   

 

The Spofford Lake Association will be conducting a shoreline audit with an engineer on 

September 9
th

.   An action plan will be developed.
